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After Nine Years ... 


In 1948 four Lutheran missionaries, 
two Australian and two American, 
began to preach the Gospel in the 
highlands of New Guinea. Many times 
during the long years since then, 
they thought the fuzzy-wuzzies about ready for 
baptism. Always came the backslide. 


Several factors made the harvest harder but sweeter 
when it came. | 


It takes courage to be first. No one had ever bee? 
baptized in that part of the highlands. 


Baptism meant parting with folkways of centurie 
of Enga people. The most notable life difference 
for the New Guinea male Christian is the sacrifics 
of his hairdo. It's his pride and joy — the ons 
claim to individual personality, the expression 0 
his artistry, the one focus of compliments. Bu 
the elaborate coiffures are held up with mud, and 
as even primitives can surmise, filth is incon 
gruous with the faith. 


Most New Guinea Christians have shorn their hair 
Nothing could make their faith more conspicuous 0 
witness louder to their depth of conviction.

Epiphany, 6th January, 1957. Catechumens, dresse 
in white, were on hand at 8 for the 11 o'cloe 
service. 10,000 Engas gathered in an open fie] 
to watch the “wash-wash". Three crosses stood © 
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a knoll, the highest in the centre, and there the 
speakers spoke and the officiants baptized. 


"The catechumens stood, and I asked them in the 
presence of God and all that assembly, 'Do you 
renounce the devil ... ?' 'I do.' 'Do you believe 
in God the Father ... God the Son ... and God the 
Holy Ghost?' 'I believe.’ 


"Then they came forward to the foot of the cross 
and knelt down ina semicircle, elutching in their 
hands the slips of paper with their new names 
written on them. Native teachers Bingmalo and 
Ichotong held the basins of water as we baptized, 
79 times, in the name of the Father and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 


"33 men, 22 women, 24 children - by the cultural 
standards of some countries, a pretty primitive 
lot; in their part of the world, pioneers of the 
faith! 


"In the evening only a few visitors were left when 
the newly baptized as well as the teachers, evan-— 
gelists and missionaries gathered in the big 
thatched church to receive the bedy and the blood 
of our Lord." 


Seventy-nine black diamonds had been added to the 
Lord's jewels. And that was only the beginning. 
By summer's end, 577 had sealed their faith in the 
"washing of regeneration".. 


As a glorious climax to the harvest year, every 
Single one of the 135 adults in the group volun- 
teered to go into the outbushas a lay evangelist.

This truth has profound consequences. We have no- 
thing but God's word to go on and we cannot provide 
it with visible guarantees.

It strove for visible lordship in the 
world and this meant that power and fear must be 
exploited, punishment and reward amnipulated.

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98 ATTEND FIRST ELCE SERVICE AT CAMBRIDGE 


The Church of St. Michaels and All Angels, built 
in 1323 for the use of men preparing for the Holy 
Ministry, was the- ancient setting for the first 
| ELCE service in Cambridge on October 26th. Just 
off the market square in central Cambridge, the 
church will be used for Lutheran worship regularly 
once a month. 98 worshippers, many of them from 
ELCE congregations in North London, filled the 
medieval choir and part of the nave. The service 
was conducted by the Rev. KE. Geo. Pearce, the ser- 
mon preached by the Rev. Norman Nagel. A regular 
congregation of 40-50 is expected, consisting of 
the families of Imglish lLutherans in and around 
Cambridge and of American service personnel from 
USAF bases in the area. 


ELCE COUNCILLORS VISIT HARLOW CHURCH SITE 


A four-member committee reported to the Executive 
Council at their meeting on Tuesday, 28th October, 
on their inspection of the Sacre church site at 
Harlow New Town. The Council has made formal ap- 
plication tor the site. The fact that 40% of the 
population of Harlow is under the age of 15, as 
publicized by press and radio recently, offers a 
unique opportunity to the church.
